SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Or tHE Town or GRANTHAM. 


The School Committee respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the condition of the schools for the school year 1879-80. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


J. H. Goss, Prudential Committee. The first term was com- 
menced by Mrs. H. G. Clough, but sickness in her family com- 
-pelled her to relinquish it. The remainder of the term was 
taught by Miss Georgia A. Barnard of Newport. This was 
- Miss Barnard’s first effort as teacher, and was a success, so far 
as your committee could judge. Good progress seemed to have 
been made in the various branches; that in reading, marked. 
Names upon the Roll of Honor, two. 


_ Second term, Mrs. H. G. Clough, teacher. The improvement 
of most of the classes was good, although there were a great 
number of classes, the younger scholars seemed to make ex- 
cellent progress, Mrs. C. giving them special attention. 
Names upon Roll of Honor, six. 

Third term, Mr. George F. Pettengill of Enfield, teacher. 
This was a profitable term, good improvement being made in the 
different brances of study taken by the pupils. The discipline 
was also good, Mr. P. governing in a quiet but firm manner. 
The interest manifested by the inhabitants of the district by

their presence at the examinations, is commendable. Names 
upon the Roll of Honor, five. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


L. E. Chase, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught 
by Miss Leila B. Partridge of Croydon. ‘This was Miss Part- 
ridge’s first effort as a teacher. She gave good satisfaction so 
far as known. ‘The scholars were all young, but made excellent 
progress. Roll of Honor, Georgie G. Kemp. 

The second term was also taught by Miss Partridge with good 
success. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 

David 8S. Hastings, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
taught by Avis J. S. Flanders. This was a good school, all the 
scholars making good improvement. Names upon the Roll of 
Honor, nine. 

Winter term taught by Mr. A. W. Flanders. ‘The improve- 
ment in reading was good. Writing was faithfally attended to, 
every scholar taking this important branch of education. The 
progress made was excellent. Particular attention was also 
given to the sounds of the letters. The progress in other branch- 
es was not so good as was hoped for. The causes seemed to be 
a lack of interest on the part of most, and a spirit of insubor- 
dination manifested by a few of the larger pupils. Names upon 
the Roll of Honor, twelve. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Henry H. Currier, Prudential Committee. But one term 
during the year in this district, taught by Miss B. A. Stevens. 
Miss 8. is a conscientious teacher. Although there were but 
three scholars, she employed all her time during school hours, 
consequently the progress made was excellent. Names upon 
the Roll of Honor, two. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Justus Hayward, Prudential Committee: Summer term 


taught by Miss Clara B. Barton of Croydon. This was Miss 
Barton’s first attempt at teaching. The term was so short but

little advancement could be made. The school appeared well. 

Winter term, Miss Zula M. Purmort of West Enfield, teacher. 
This term was a success; particularly commendable progress 
being made in Grammar and Introductory Geography.

DISTRICT NO. 190. 


Osear F. Eastman, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
taught by Miss Alice M. Smith. Miss Smith is a worker in the 
school room and her pupils made good improvement. Names 
upon the Roll of Honor, three. 


Winter term, taught by Mr. Charles L. Fellows of Concord. 
The school appeared quite well at the commencement, but the 
term closing quite unexpectedly, your committee visited it but 
once, consequently no report, except one founded upon hearsay, 
can be given. Neither absent nor tardy, one. 


Your Committee thinks that with perhaps, one or two excep- 
tions, the schools for the past year have been up to the average 
with previous years. The great number of text books, and 
consequently of classes, is a great obstacle in the way of the 
attainment of success in our schools. The time given to a rec- 
itation must be governed by the number of classes in the school, 
therefore in our larger schools it is the imperative duty of the 
teacher and committee to reduce the number of classes to the 
lowest limit practicable. This is a difficult, delicate task. If 
sthe Solons in our legislature could be induced to enact a law for 
an uniformity of text books through the entire state, the diffi- 
culty would be greatly lessened. Changes of the boundaries of 
some of the districts are desirable. District No. 4, must be 
annexed to District No. 3.
